reported driving around in an automo- 
bile looking for the murderer.

inspire the demand for a "redistribu- 
tion of wealth." 


But the saddest part of it is that if 


the 
government 
should arbitrarily 


"redistribute 
wealth" 
the 
citizens 


wouldn't accept that "wealth" as a 
gift. 


Take the packing companies, for in- 


stance. The pork that this Missouri 
farmer sold at Poplar 
Bluff, 
ulti- 


mately went to the big packers—and 
if the farmer was robbed it is pre- 
sumed somebody profited by that rob- 
bery. But the financial statements of 
Armour & Co. and Swift & Co., the 
two biggest packers, have come across 
my desk for many years. They have 
taken a terrible beating during the 
panic—the worst losses of any of the 
big corporations. They haven't paid 
any dividends during the panic and 
until lost year their surpluses were 
going down hill.X X X 


The trouble with the packers is that 


they undertake to buy every pound 
of meat that is offered on the Amer- 
ican market. They have to do that 
to stay in business—the first time a 
pound of good meat was rejected their 
potential supply of meat on the hoof 
would bsgin to diminish. 


The same condition exists in the 


cotton market. , We call cotton our 
great "cash crop" Because we know 
that it will command a sale at some 
price or other no matter how much is 
offered, and no matter when it comes 
on the market. The first time cotton 
was left without a buyer at any price 
the potential annual supply of Amer- 
ican cotton would begin to decline. 


Both meat and cotton make big 


money for the producer and process- 
or in good times—and both meat and 
cotton take the processor to a clean- 
ing in hard times, carrying the poor 
producer along with his richer brother. 


If the farmers of America should 


take over the big packing companies 
they would have to operate substun- 
tialy as the big packers now operate, 
in order to service the trade where 
the finished product is actually sold 
—and common sense tells us that the 
average man wouldn't be likely to im- 
prove conditions in a business where 
millionaires have lost millions. 


Everybody remembers the case of 


J. Ogden Armour, packing king, who 
dropped a million dollars a day for 
130 days—and went broke. 


The raw products' business makes 


big monc> for everybody in good 
times—and loses plenty of money for 
everybody in hard times. 


Whether they are .making money or 


losing money boils down eventually to 
the question of how much of the fin- 
ished product is being actually sold to 
the ultimate consumer.

America has been "holding" cotton 


for several years because she is pro- 
ducing more (him is being actually 
sold and turned into textiles. 


Cotton is in somewhat better condi- 


tion than the meat business, for the 
simple reason that meal, being per- 
ishable, can't he held indefinitely with- 
out ruinous refrigeration costs. 


It is time we got our mind off the 


dangerous speculation of 
trying 
to 


"hold" crops—and got down to the 
business of making more actual sales 
to the ultimate consumer. 


And when we look into this matter

Barnett was struck by 12 No. .00 pel- 


lets from a shotgun. He died at once. 
His pistol still was in its holster when 
the body was taken to the morgue, 
indicating that he had no warning of 
the gunfire. 


The killer was standing at a corner 


of the public square, near Noah Bry- 
an's store, when the shots were fired. 
Three empty .shells were found there 
Sunday morning. It was at this same 
spot that the murderer of Burnett's 
son, Vance Barnett, stood two years 
ago when Vance was ambushed. Bar- 
nett was about 30 steps from the cor- 
ner. 


After Barnett had been killed sev- 


eral window sin the downtown sec- 
tion of Marshall were shot out.

Lcland Henley's furlough expired

Lcland Henley was convicted of the 


slaying of W. W. Fendley, merchant 
and former thcriff, as he walked along 
the street here with Marshal Barnett 
more than a year ago. Fendley was 
killed by a burst of fire from a sec- 
ond floor window across the street 
and Barnett sustained a wound in the 
wrist. 


Lclaml Henley was u candidate for

Considerable Damage 


FAYETTEVILLE, Ark.—(/P)—Winds 


of tornadic proportions which swept 
northwest Arkansas Sunday night left 
damage in their wake Monday which 
may run to several hundred thousand 
dollars. 


The heaviest rainfall in the slate was 


at Prescott, with 3.11 inches. 


There was severe damage to orch- 


ards, particularly peaches. 


Several hundred buildings were un- 


roofed or destroyed in the vicinity of 
Faycttcville. 


The rainfall was 2.21 inches at Fay- 


ctteville, 2 inches at Bcntonvillc, and 
1.2 at Texarkana. 


The rain, however, was highly bene- 


fical to sections where dry weather 
was beginning to damage the crops. 


in charge of the Fruit & Truck Branch 
Experiment Station, has a 60-year pre- 
cipitation table which shows Hemp- 
stead county to have an average an- 
nual rainfall of 51.37 inches. 


On the 60-year average, the first five 


months of the year show a precipita- 
tion of 24.47 inches. 


But the five years from 1928 through 


1932 show for those same five months 
an average of only 21.70 inches. 


The first five months of this year, 


however, show a precipitation of 23.71 
—12 inches heavier than the 5-year av- 
erage, and less than 1 inch '..ehind the 
66-year average. 


The greatest gain this year over the 


5-year average was in March, April 
and May. The 5-ycar average for 
these three months was 11.37 inches 
of rain, while for this year the three 
months showed 15.14—a gain of near- 
ly 4 inches, or more than an inch a 
month. 


Urges a Central 


School Control 


Dr. J. H. Reynolds De- 
clares for Single Tax- 


Supported Unit 


HORSESHOE, LODGE, Ark.—A rec- 


ommendation that all tax-supported 
colleges in the state be placed under 
one central board of trustees, with one 
president whose office would be in 
Little Hock, and that a central super- 
visory board be established for all 
colleges, both church and state, was 
made by Dr. J. H. Reynolds, president 
of Hendrix College, Conway, in an 
address here Sunday at the opening 
session of the annual Peoples Confer- 
ence on Government. 


Discussing "Some Problems of Ark- 


ansas Education," Dr. Reynolds, said 
in part: 


"All 
tax-supported colleges should 


be declared one institution, probably 
named the University of Arkansas, 
operating in different places and per- 
forming special functions assisted. 
Oklahoma is, even proposing to cm- 
brace church colleges in this larger 
institution of higher learning. 


"All degrees should be conferred in 


the name of the university, merely 
giving in a corner the name of the 
unit where the college work was done. 


"The president and Board of Trus- 


tees will differentiate 
and 
allocate 


functions of higher education among 
the 
respective units, prescribe 
its 


course of study, .select its faculty and 
see that each .school does the specific 
work assigned it. 


"The board and president will make 


up the budget for all the units and 
they alone will represent this budget 
before the legislature. No member of 
the staff of any unit will appear be- 
fore the legislature to lobby for one 
of these schools. 


"A .school now attempting three or 


four different lines of work under the 
new plan probably will be limited to 
one field but it will do a much higher 


•der of work. 
"The new plan will foster the larg- 


est possible co-operation between state 
institutions and church-related col- 


Dr. Reynolds pointed out that Ark- 


ansas has seven church-related col- 
leges with a total worth of about $5.- 
000.000. while the state has 13 tax sup- 
ported institutions of higher learning 
with a total value of buildings and 
grounds of $5.393,466. to which the fed- 
eral government loans will add about 
§;i.G71,000. making a total of $9,004,4GG.

1. The plan should be free from 


the intervention of commercial inter- 
mediary organizations operating for 


(Continued on page Uiree) 


Hitler Is Praised 


by the Ex-Kaiser 


Wilhelm Compares Japs in 


China With British 


in India 


LONDON, Eng. — (ff) 
— Praise for 


Chancellor Hitler's "marvelous work" 
was expressed by former Kaiser Wil- 
helm of Germany in an interview of 
the Daily Mail Sunday. 


At Doom, Holland, his majesty re- 


ceived Randolph Churchill, son of the 
former British chancelor of the ex- 
chequer. Randolph is a staff corres- 
pondent of the Daily Mail. 


fie described his majcstey as lively 


and engaging, with an alterness sug- 
gestion an age 15 years younger than 
his actual 75. 


"The German people have turned 


me put,' 'the former Kaiser said. "If 
they want me back they will have to 
come and fetch me. 
"Hitler has done marvelous work in 
putting new life and soul into the 
German nation. If ever they felt it 
right that his endeavors should be 
crowned by a return to a constitu- 
tional monarchy, I am sure that my 
family would not fail in their duty." 


Wiilhelm's conversations covered a 


with range of subjects. He spoke with 
horrified amazement at the "folly" of 
the world attempting to restore prices 
by destroying goods. 


"A large acreage of wheat has been 


deliberately destroyed 
in Argentina 


and elsewhere," he exclaimed. "Coffee 
has ben take nto sea and sunk in Bra- 
zil. 
And now drouth threatens all of 


us with famine." 


The former kaiser was much im- 


pressed by the increasing power of 
Japan. 


"Japan," he said "is as capable of 


giving peace and order in China as 
the British were of giving them in 
India.

Keifkr Says Depression Is Ending; 


That Settles It . . . N R A Official 
Wins Hand of Mrs. Bertram! Rus- 
sell . . .

WASHINGTON—The last word here 


on industrial recovery is Mr. Winfield 
S. Riefler. 


The blond, stocky, genial Mr. Fief- 


ler is referred to by Roosevelt as his 
own, personal "interpreting econo- 
mist." He also is economic adviser 
to the Executive Council and chair- 
man of the Central Statistical Board, 
which makes ah unprecedented effort 
to keep track of what is happening to 
us economically, just so there'll be no 
doubt about it. 


Perhaps you never heard of Riefler. 


That's because his outstanding char- 
acteristic is silence. He's a nice fel- 
low, with a swell wife, a couple of 
boys, and a home in the country. 


But he talks only to the preisdent, 


the EC, the NEC and usch other of- 
ficials as insist on pinning him down. 
He never spoke publicly during the 
Hooved administration, either, but ev- 
erybody knew' that he knew more 
than anybody else and that's why he 
was, made such an important person 
in the New Deal. 


'So when Senator Wagner asked him 


the other day whether 
he really 


thought we were emerging from the 
depression, Riefler's reply took on 
some importance. 


"Yes," he said. 
"Consumption goods industries are 


in very good condition, running at a 
rate fairly well in balance with the 
market. The automobile industry has 
emerged from the depression. That 
is, it has come back into the rea of re- 
vitfed economic life. 


"The big dead areas are the rest 


of the heavy industries, particularly 
concentrated on those where people 
find their normal occupations either 
in providing expanded capital facili- 
ties, office or plant equipment and 
new residences, or those which are 
occupied normally with repair and 
maintenance of our existing huge cap- 
ital equipment. 


"The next logical point of attack is 


the development of that 
demand, 


which is large. It is the. remaining 
problem of emergence from the de- 
pression. 
< 


"There is more movement in the 


field than there was last year. All the 
indexes of the heavy industries are 
advancing. They are still terribly low. 
They have more than kept pace with 
others in percentage advance. 


'The trouble is that they have drop- 


ped to almost negligible levels. Where- 
as in the textile, food, clothing, and 
leather industries the drop from boom 
limes to depression was only 20, 25 of 
30 per cent, in the case of heavy in- 
dustry it was 50, CO, 70 and 80 per' 
cent. In the case of residential con- 
struction, it was 90 per cent. 
| 


"Aside from construction itself, the 


heavy industries have been coming 
back quite rapidly." 


Riefler sees the administration's 


housing program as a strong attack.

He just did it to 
be devilish, but if she had treated him 
decently and not turned up her nose, 
he would have laid down his coat for 
her to step on. That's the way he is. 
He would do anything for anybody, 
but if they 're mean he'll get even 
every time.

"Her mother called me up and talk- 


ed terribly. I told her I was sorry 
but if she would send the shoes over 
I would clean them. 


"I made Mark go and get them. But

'You mean little devil. Get out of 
here. I wouldn't trust my shoes in 
your house. You'd put ink on them.' 


"They had their lawn fixed with

That Article 5 of the Constitution of 


th« State of Arkansas be amended by 
Adding thereto the following: 


SECTION 1. Not less than a major 


,ity of the members of each House of 
the General Assembly may enact a 
law. 


SECTION II. None of the rates for 


property, excise, privilege or personal 
taxes, now levied shall be increased 
by the General Assembly except after 
the approval of the qualified electors 
voting thereon at an election, or in 
case of an emergency, by the votes of 
three-fourths of the members elected 
to each House o£ the General Assem- 
bly. 


SECTION HI. 
Excepting monies 


raised or collected 
for 
educational 


purposes, highway purposes, to pay 
Confederate pensions and the just 
debts of the State, the General As- 
sembly is hereby prohibited from ap-

ators and Representatives, if a major- 
ty of the electors, voting thereon, at 
such an election adopt such amend- 
ment, the same shall become a part 
of the Constitution of the State of 
Arkansas, to-wit: 


Except for the purpose of refunding 


the existing outstanding indebtedness 
of the State and for assuming and re- 
unding valid outstanding road im- 
provement district bonds, the State of 
Arkansas shall issue no bonds or other 
evidence of indebtedness pledging the 
:aith and credit of the State or any of 
its revenues for any purpose whatso- 
ever, except by and with the consent 
of the majority of the qualified elec- 
;ors of the State voting on the ques- 
tion at a general election or at a 
special election called for that pur- 
pose. 


This Amendment to the Constitution 


of Arkansas shall be self-executing 
and require no enabling act, but shall 
take and have full force and effect 
immediately upon its adoption by the 
electors of the State.
